Pastor Russell's Successor Declares New Age Has Begun 

and Death Will Soon Cease 


Judge J- T. Rutherford, president history, 
of the International Bible Students' 
Association, and successor of the late 
Pastor Russell, spoke here last 
night in the Municipal audi- 
torium to an audience that packed 
the house to the doors. For nearly 
two hours he was accorded the 
closest attention, as he expounded 
the Bible prophecies -which he ex- 
plained 10 now be in course of ful- 
fillment.

With se\en other?', also officers 
and lenders of the International 
Bible Students Association. Judge 
Rutherford was sentenced last June 
in Brooklyn. New York, to twenty 
years in the federal penitentiary at 
Atlanta, Georgia, for having pub- 
lished "Tne I'inished Mvsterj," a 
Bible commentary on the prophecies 
of Revelation and L'/ekicl, certain 
passages of which were declared to 
be in conflict with the Espionage act, 
although it was claimed by the de- 
fense that the book -was written in 
accordance with instructions left by 
Pastor Russell before his death and 
was in the printer's hands. before the 
espionage law was passed by Con- 
gress, and before this country en- 
tered the war. It was also claimed 
in behalf of the defendants that op- 
position to "The Finished Mvstcry" 
had been instigated by the clergy, 
who had antipathy toward it on 
purely religious grounds. Ruther- 
ford and his seven associate- were 
released on bail in March after 
spending nine months in the Atlanta 
penitentiary. The case is now pend- 
ing in the circuit court of appeals. i

The more modern clergymen dif- 
fer in their views, some saving that 
if the world ever ends at all. that 
event is so manj vears distant m the 
future that it is not worth while to 
consider it. The majority insist that 
the present order will continue for- 
ever. The most of Christian people, 
however, have been taught th.it 
when the world ends, the earth wi'l 
be destroyed. 
THE EARTH ABlDEi, FOREVER, 

The only method of determining a 
question of this kind is from the 
Bible itself; and the Scriptures plain- 
ly teach: "Thus saith the Lord that 
created the heavens. God himself 
that formed the earth and made it; 
he hath established it. he created it 
not in vain, he' formed it to be in- 
habited;" "The earth abideth for- 
ever." (Isaiah 45:1S, Eccl. 1.4.) 
There is a wide distinction between 
the words "world" and "earth." The 
word "world," as gen^r^lly Ubed in 
the Scriptures, lias no reference to 
the material globe, but means the 
condition of society, or the order of 
things prevailing during a stated 
period of time. St. Peter describes 
the first, world, which endured from 
Adam to the -flood, and which was 
destroyed by water. The second 
world began at the time of the flood, 
and the Apostle states that it is to 
tie destroyed; the Apostle adding 
that it will be destroyed by fire. In 
Hibltcal symbology, lire is a sjmbol 
of destruction. It does not neces- 
sarily mean literal fire, but a fiery 
iimc of trouble, destroying the old 
order of things and bringing in the 
new. 

THIS TIME OF THE END. 

The Divine mind, foreknowing the 
end from the beginning, foretold the

Great caravans ot men, women and 
children, carrying their belongings, 
arc trekking toward the sea. The 
migration, it is said, is being con- 
ducted in a manner similar to the 
Exodus of the Jews from the land 
of Pharoah." 

Jesus gave the return of the Jewa 
to Palestine as one of the most con- 
clusive proofs of the ending of the 
old world and the coming in of the 
new.

As additional evidence, Jesus said: 
"The gospel of tho kingdom shall bo 
preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto all nations, and then the 
end shall come " This has been 
fulfilled The Bible has- been trans-

For 1J0 years Noah told the peo- 
ple the world that then was would 
end. and they scoffed at Noah and 
mocked at lum. At the present 
time of distress, and when the peo- 
ple greatly need comfort, the clergy 
as a class not unh fail to tell the 
people the meaning of this terrible 
trouble — that the world h is ended 
and the Lord's kingdom is at hand 
— but they treat the subject with 
silent contempt and scoff at any on" 
wno dares discuss it publu-ly. Of 
course, there are some exceptions to 
this rule: but they are very few. 
MVXlFfcSTO IN LONDON. 
When Jerusalem fell into the 
hands of the British armj, this, to- 
gether with the great influx ot Jews 
to Palestine, caused a few clergjmen 
to meet in London and issue a mani- 
festo, which was published through- 
out the world, to the effect that the 
return of the" Jews to Palestine indi- 
cates the near establishment of the 
Lord's kingdom and the end of the 
world. 

An enterprising reporter of the 
Chicago Herald interviewed a large 
number of clergymen on the ques- 
tion, almost all of whom scoffed at 
the thought. Many of them said, 
"I feel the present war has no more 
bearing on tho second coming of 
Christ than other wars and revolu- 
tions have had." In other words, 
"things continue as they were from 
the beginning." 

"Why i.s this so? Why is it the 
clergymen thus scoff?"' many ask. 
And the Apostle Peter answers: 
"That ye may be mindful of the 
words which were spoken before by 
the holy piophet---. and of the com- 
mandment of us the apostles of the 
Lord and Savior: knowing this first, 
that there Miall come in tho last 
clays scoffei.s, walking alter then- 
own desire^, and saving. Where is 
the proof of his presence (and the 
end of the world ') for since the 
fathers fell asleep all things con- 
tinue as they were from the begin- 
ning of creation. For of this they 
willingly are ignorant" 

OTHER SIGNS. 
As further proof, Jesus said the 
true and the talse Christian should 
develop in the churches side by side 
and -that m the closing days of this 
world the true would be gathered 
together unto the Lord and the oth- 
ers would be bound in a church fed- 
eration, without regard to truth. He 
designated this work m the clote of 
the .World as a "harvest," and then 
plainly said. "The harvest is the end 
ot the world." Wc now see a clear 
fulfillment of this, in that true wor- 
shipers of the Lord gather them- 
selves together^ disregarding former 
creed fences, and studv the Bible 
and seek to do the Lord's will. 
Whereas tho church nominal unites 
Willi other institutions for popularity 
among men.

JKSCS IGNORED TODAY. 
This was taught by all the apos- 
tles, hv the great Master, and fore- 
told bv the teachings of all the 
prophets. 1 dare say that not 3 per 
cent of the clergymen in the world 
today preach this gospel. Trulv 
the sun is darkened. Recently the 
New York American published a re- 
port of a great meeting at Carnegie 
hall, composed of Catholic and 
Protestant clergjmen and Jewish 
rabbis. In that whole conference 
the name of Jesus, the great Rock 
of the Gospel, was not mentioned, 
because lie could not well be re- 
fetred to as the Redeemer without 
otfending the Jewish rabbis. Hence 
others preferred to disregard the 
Lord. Dr. Fmlev, in a speech, is 
quoted as saying. "If we who be- 
lieve in a God (mark, there is no 
reference to Jesus) cannot forget 
our differences and our difficulties 
in the face of the world hatred, 
what hope can there be.' - * - * 
The time is coming for Protestant, 
Catholic. Jew and Gentile to co- 
operate to the end that every child 
may have at least an intimation of 
his moral and religious inherit- 
ance." 

The sacrifice of animals under 
the Jewish dispensation fore- 
shadowed the great sacrifice of 
Jesus, which clergymen generallv 
repudiate, because they say we are 
creatures of evolution and have no 
need of the blood of Jesus. 

As ecclesiastical stars, their pro- 
fession is above all others; .but the 
great majority have fallen from the 
exalted position of teaching Christ 
Jesus and Him crucified and have 
taken their part in l the common 
politics of the world, as Jesus said 
it would be at the end. 

The best man on earth, the one 
wher holds the highest position be- 
fore God, is the honest preacher of 
the gospel. On the contrary, the 
man who poses as a teacher of the 
Divine Lord and then leads people 
into error and turns them away 
from the Bible is a great menace to 
society. 

Jesus stated as a further evidence 
of the end of the world that the 
truly consecrated Christians who 
were humble and faithful in fol- 
lowing Him would be persecuted 
because of their faithful devotion 
to Him and His cause. (Luke 
C1.-I2-1S.) The public is well 
aware of the nation-wide persecu- 
tion of certain Christians during the 
past twelve months. For the en- 
couragement of Christians who 
would be called upon to endure 
such persecution, Jesus said: "And 
when these, things begin to come 
to pass, then look up, lift up your 
heads, for your deliver-.' -nco draw- 
eth nigh" (Luke "2 1 : 2 S > . 


famine and would starve were it not 
for the food produced in America 
and transported to them. Under 
large headlines the Literary Digest 
prints: "The World Starving to 
Death. The grim spectre of famine 
is stalking through the earth and 
there is hardly a land in which its 
dread presence is not felt. A dan- 
gerous famine is creeping across 
Europe." 

That the past twelve months has 
witnessed a great pestilence in the 
earth' none wiil attempt to gain- 
say. The total casualties of four 
,\ ears of war number approximately 
nine million victims. The devas- 
tating pestilence known as influ- 
enza that swept the earth during 
the past year claimed upwards of 
twelve millions of victims, and sci- 
entists throughout the earth agree 
that an even greater pestilence now 
threatens mankind. The "flu" 
wasn't confined wholly to the coun- 
tries engaged in the war; even Es- 
kimaux tribes and the Hottentots 
in the Torrid Zone fell victims to 
this dread disease. 

DISTRESS OF N\TIONS. 
Continuing, Jesus said that at the 
end of the world there would be 
"upon the earth distress of nations, 
with perplexity, the sea and the 
waves roaring, and men's hearts 
failing them for fear." Who doubts 
the fulfillment of this Scripture in 
this very hour? 

Commenting on the awful time 
through which we are passing. 
President Wilson before Congress 
said: "These are days of great 
perplexity, when a great cloud 
hangs over the greater part of the 
world. It seems as if great, blind 
material forces have been released 
which had for long been held in 
leash and restraint." 

Everywhere government officials 
are perplexed, financiers are in per- 
plexity, business men are in per- 
plexity: and generally men's hearts 
are failing them for fear as they 
face the situation. 

REVOLUTION. 
In the Scriptures, the term earth- 
quake is used as the svmbol ot revo- 
lution. Jesus stated that revolu- 
tion would follow the war as further 
corroborative evidence that the 
world had ended. All are lamiliar 
with the fearful revolution that is 
afflicting Russia. The public press 
almost daily announces that this 
dread condition threatens all Euro- 
pean countries. 

Revolutions arc o£ two kinds: 
Bloody and bloodless. Some of the 
European countries have already 
witnessed the former. In North 
Dakota we have an example of the 
latter; a revolution changing the 
form or order of things without 
violence. In a recent issue of Tho 
Literary Digest, the North Dakota 
revolution is treated at length, re- 
garding the wonderful transforma- 
tion of the form of government or 
order of things prevailing there 
now. We cite these facts only for 
the purpose' of further establishing 
our contention that the evidence is 
clear, cogent and convincing that 
the old world or age has ended. We 
believe that when the question is 
properly understood everybody will 
bo glad, because it means a new or- 
der which will bring the long-looked 
for and long-promised blessings to 
mankind 

The troubles of mankind arc not 
vet ended, the spirit of selfishness 
is vet prevailing, and it will require 
much more trouble upon mankind 
in order to humble the proud and 
put them into a proper state of 
mind to receive the great King, the 
Messiah. It was Jesus who stated, 
in further proof ot the end of the 
old order, that the world would be 
afflicted by greater troubles. He 
said: "For then there shall bo 
great tribulation, such as was not 
since the beginning of the world to- 
this time; no, nor ever shall be.' 
(Matt 24:21.) "We find much con- 
solation in these last words of the 
Master, because it means, when the 
present disturbed conditions of 
mankind have passed away, there 
shall never be another like it in all 
time. 

CHRISTIANITY OFFERS NO 

HOPE. 
Many discontented peoples of 


his disciples to pray: "Thy King- 
dom come, thy will be 'done on earth, 
as it is done in heaven." He pointed 
out that the kingdom will mark the 
time of the beginning of the bless- 
ing for mankind. Furthermore Je- 
sus said- "My kingdom is not of this 
world" (not of the old world that is 
just now passing- away). Thus he 
shows that the time for the blessing 
of mankind is during the incoming 
or 'new order of things'. An- under- 
standing of -the Divine plan shows 
what a wonderful provision God has 
made for the blessing of man with 
life, liberty and happiness. All man- 
kind sprang from Adam, who vvas 
created perfect, and had a perfect 
home in Eden. .Because of his vio- 
lation of God's law, he lost the right 
to.eternal life; the right to complete 
happiness, and the i iglit to full lib- 
erty. God promised Abraham: "In 
thy seed shall all the families of the 
earth be blessed." The Apostle shows 
that this "seed of promise" is The 
Christ, the Messiah, composed of 
Jesus the head and the members of 
His body designated as the church, 
which means the class that has been 
called out from the world, selected, 
tried and made fit during the Gospel 
Age. To such Jesus said when he 
was about to depart from the earth- 
"I go to prepare a place for you, and 
if I go, I will come again and receive 
you unto myself." These thus se- 
lected the Scriptures designate as the 
royal (reigning) lamilv of heaven 
(1 Pet. 2:9-10), and that they shall 
reign with Christ during his Millen- 
ial period (Revelations 20:4) and the 
purpose of his kingdom will be to re-

began." (Acts 3:19-21.) 

Restitution . or restoration means 
to restore that which was lost dur- 
ing the disobedience of Adam, name- 
ly, the right to life, liberty, and hap- 
piness." And the beginning of this 
restoration and blessing work must 
be at the establishment of Messiah's 
Kingdom. It follows, then, that 
many who arc living at this time 
will see that kingdom established. 
Jesus said: "This generation (mean- 
ing- the people now on earth) shall 
not pass away until all these things 
be fulfilled."

His 
flesh shall be froshar than a child's; 
he shall return to days .of his vouth. 
He shall pray unto God and he will 
be favorable unto him, and ho shall 
see (discern) his face with joy, for 
ho will render unto man his right- 
eousness." (Job 33:lS-26). Thus the 
Loid pictures how the old man will 
be restored to tho prime of man- 
hood, and how restoration blessings 
will bring all who arc obedient to 
the laws to the state of perfection.
